STATE COLLEGE ,P — Nine 
undergraduate schools at the Penn­ 
sylvania 
State 
University today 
took new names as colleges in 
another step changing titles at the 
state land grant school. 
Established as colleges under the 
new university setup by action of 
the 
trustees 
were 
the 
former 
schools oi agriculture; chemistry 
and physics; education: home eco­ 
nomics; liberal arts; mineral in­ 
dustries; physical education and 
athletics; buune^s; and engineer­ 
ing 
President Milton S. Eisenhower 
announced the changes to keep 
step with the Nov. 14 court action, 
that renamed the institution the 
Pennsylvania State University. 
Only the graduate school will 
retain the title of school because. 
‘‘It is the named use to designate 
essentially all graduate units of 
American universities."

Today s Pattern

U N I T E D N A T IO N S , 
N . 
Y . I * — 
U. N. delegates from both sides 
of the Iron Curtain waited expect­ 
antly today for President Eisen­ 
hower’s dramatic appeal to the 
General Assembly for peace in an 
atom-periled world. 
One high diplomatic source said 
the address would be a “sensa­ 
tion” aimed at breaking the seven- 
year-old East-West deadlock over 
atomic energy control. 
Most delegates speculated 
the 
U. S. President would aim his plea 
directly at Russia. Most voiced 
hope that the momentous address, 
coming as the Assembly prepared 
to recess its eighth session, would 
pave the way for high-level big 
pow’er talks designed to ease world 
tensions. 
Eisenhower worked until after 
midnight in Bermuda with Brit­ 
ain’s Prime Minister Churchill and 
France’s Foreign Minister Geor­ 
ges Bidault winding up the secret 
talks they hope will advance a 
big step towards peace. 
Works On Speech 
Tile U, S. President, in his spare 
time, worked on his U. N. address. 
The 60-nation Assembly hall was 
readied for a packed audience of 
foreign diplomats, newsmen and 
tourists. 
The President flew to New York 
from Bermuda. 
Eisenhower's 
address 
comes 
shortly after the Assembly urged 
its Disarmament Commission to 
make another stab at solving the 
arms issue and called for big pow­ 
er talks to break the East-West 
deadlock.
